Have  heard  no  serious  fault  in  Miss  Lovell  as  a  teacher,  yet  think  had 
she  been  more  talkative,  her  pupils  could  have  been  bccupied  more  of  the 
time.  ' 

Miss  Evarts  was  the  right  person  in  the  right  place;  that  is,  one  of  our 
best  teachers  in  one  of  our  small  schools,  just  where  the  best  teachers 
should  be.  The  children  enjoyed  their  work,  as  the  Register  will  testify ; 
there  not  being  a  mark  against  any  of  their  narnes,  and,  if  possible,  Miss 
Evarts  should  be  retained. 

I  find  that  the  town  has  supported  22  terms  of  school,  aggregating  233 
weeks,  at  a  total  cost,  $1591.50,  (which  includes  wages  and  board  of  teach- 
ers only)  and  offering  educational  facilities  for  nearly  250  pupils. 

In  my  visits  to  the  various  school  rooms  in  town  I  have  been  strongly 
impressed  with  the  lack  of  blackboard  space  in  a  majority  of  them.  In 
fact,  only  the  village  school-rooms  have  sufiicient  blackboard  room.  The 
blackboard  is  the  teacher's  most  valuable  assistant,  and  we  can  ill  afford 
to  dispense  with  this  piece  of  ancient  furniture. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  a  set  of  Reading  Charts  would  be  a  very  con- 
venient and  useful  addition  to  the  walls  of  our  Primary  Schools.  Their 
cost  is  nominal,  and  they  are  as  great  a  help  in  reading  as  are  wall  maps 
in  Geography. 

A  serious  defect  in  the  school  work  is  the  n(;glect  of  parents  in  visiting 
the  schools.  How  many  parents  will  censure  a  teacher  from  the  accounts 
given  by  the  children,  when  the  judgment  of  these  <ame  children  would 
be  considered  valueless  in  matters  of  much  smaller  importance.  How 
many  parents  will  lift  their  voices  in  condemnation  of  a  teacher  who  has 
resorted  to  corporal  punishment  with  25  children  to  govern,  when  the  same 
parents  are  frequently  compelled  to  resort  to  severe  measures  to  maintain 
proper  discipline  at  home  with  only  one  or  two  of  the  same  oflenders.  I 
think  had  the  parents  in  Districts  No.  3  and  4  visited  the  schools  them- 
selves, all  the  difficulties  might  have  been  avoided. 

It  is  also  a  serious  loss  of  money  and  time  to  support  schools  in  each 
of  Dists.  No.  4,  9,  and  12.  If  the  three  districts  could  be  united  in  one, 
more  schools,  better  schools,  and  cheaper  schools  might  be  maintained. 

Following  the  idea  of  my  predecessor,  I  have  oflered  a  Diploma  to  all 
scholars  who  had  no  marks  against  their  names  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year.  As  he  anticipated,  the  number  of  those  attending  throughout  the 
year  without  marks  has  been  more  than  doubled,  and  I  think  this  plan 
continued  would  assist  our  teachers  very  much. 

Thanking  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  courtesy  and  respect  which 
they  have  extended  to  me,  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.
